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The Public Fights Back 


State Budget Should Be Watched 


Great stress was placed in news reports 
that Gov. John J. Gilligan is asking no new 
Ohio taxes for the 1973-1975 biennium. 
We certainly would hope not. We remain 
unconvinced that he needs all the funds now 
available to him. If m em bers of the Ohio 
General Assembly do their job properly, they 
will examine his proposed budget with a 
gimlet eye and m ake whatever cuts are in­ 
dicated. And for the next two years they 
should watch state spending with extreme 
vigilance. 
The governor has unveiled a $9.7-billion 
budget for the biennium, a $1.6-billion in­ 
crease over the $8.1-billion 1971-1973 budget. 
Mr. Gilligan and his advisers figure that 
money for increased state spending will come 
from growth in existing state tax revenues, 
especially the income tax, federal revenue- 
sharing funds and higher federal spending 
levels in some existing state programs. 
Everyone agrees that running a state the 
size of Ohio is big business. Whether it 
requires $9.7 billion to operate it properly is 
something else again. We doubt it. 
THE BONANZA OF the state income tax 
has given the governor the monev to do just 


about everything he wanted to do in the state 
for the next two years. There’s a serious 
question in our minds as to whether some of 
the things he proposes are justified, at least 
on the scale he envisions. 
The reverberations from last November’s 
vote to keep the income tax still are rolling 
around the state and they probably will 
resound for some time. Misconceptions over 
the tax and its possible uses are legion. 
For instance, one of the reasons local school 
district bond issues and tax levies for building 
purposes have been experiencing such tough 
sledding is that a surprising number of people 
expect such projects to be financed from the 
state income tax. 
It apparently is legally possible to use 
money distributed to the school districts by 
the state for construction but as a practical 
m atter it never happens. 
By the time all the operating needs are m et 
there never is enough state foundation money 
left to cover any sizable building project. 
Consequently, anyone voting against a 
school building proposal in the expectation it 
will be financed from the state gravy train is 
mistaken. 
Crisis Control Measures 
The current crisis causing concern in 
various sections of the nation has to do with a 
shortage of fuel — fuel to keep houses warm, 
fuel to keep schools open and businesses 
operating. 
Another crisis which has been building, 
especially in southern California, involves too 
much fuel. As a consequence the U. S. En­ 
vironmental Protection Agency has proposed 
gasoline rationing in the area during the smog 
season from May to October. 
The proposal which, if implemented, would 
cut back vehicular traffic by up to 80 per cent, 
might require the use of rationing coupons as 
in World War II. An alternate plan would limit 
the distribution of gasoline as a tran­ 
sportation control. 
The California crisis is developing because 
of the need to meet 1977 air quality standards 
imposed by the federal government. William 
D. Ruckelshaus, administrator of the EPA, 
insists the air-quality levels prescribed by the 
government are necessary to protect the 
public health. 
Other controls have been proposed by EPA 


to go along with the gasoline rationing. These 
include the annual inspection of all cars, 
installation of antipollution devices in all used 
cars, and proposed restrictions on stationary 
sources of pollution designed to prevent 
evaporation of gasoline into the air at service 
stations and of noxious chemicals from in­ 
dustrial plants. 
The disruption of life in southern California 
which would result from an enforced 80 per 
cent reduction in traffic would certainly bring 
howls of protest. Perhaps in anticipation of 
this, Mr. Ruckelshaus, in announcing the 
proposed rationing, asked for a thorough and 
unemotional assessment of the plan in public 
hearings. 
Our technology has made possible both 
crises — the fuel shortage and the fuel excess. 
Both must be resolved and with the minimum 
disturbance. 
That same advanced technology should be 
used to bring this about. Where it cannot, we 
simply will have to live with the in­ 
conveniences caused by the crises until they 
evaporate. 
Am trak Deserves a Chance 
If ever a commercial-type venture ap­ 
peared to specialize in hiding its light under a 
bushel, it’s the federal government’s Amtrak 
experiment aimed at restoring some sem­ 
blance of rail passenger service in the United 
States. 
It obviously isn’t breaking even financially 
but no one expected it to reach that level in its

first year. The time when Congress will be 
considering whether to renew subsidy funds 
for another year is fast approaching. If it 
proves feasible at all we tend to hope Amtrak 
will be given more time to solidify its position 
— if it can. 
The Amtrack service continues to be a 
m ystery, except by word of mouth. It’s still 
extrem ely difficult to find out when the trains 
run, where to buy tickets and all the other 
questions that naturally arise when people 
are contemplating travel. 
The lack of an operable train station is a 
serious drawback in Salem and we imagine 
the sam e situation pertains in virtually every 
city served by Amtrak, and people waiting in 
a deserted station can be an unnerving ex­ 
perience. 
Yet the reports from passengers who have 
ridden on Amtrak trains uniformly is good — 
the cars are clean and comfortable, the food 
is palatable and the service is eminently 
satisfac to ry . P assen g ers a re n ’t exactly 
jamming the cars to capacity but there ap­ 
parently has been a steady if modest increase 
in business. 
We remain convinced that there are enough 
people in the country who prefer train travel, 
if the service is good, to enable Amtrak at 
least to break even if it is given the chance to 
prove itself.

The House consented to a 
work schedule proposed by 
its leaders w'hich includes a 
whopping 65 days of vacation 
during the first nine months 
of the year. 
It also agreed to continue to

characterized its schedule. 
This has given rise to the 
“Tuesday to Thursday Club” 
of congressmen who spend 
only three days a week in the 
Nation’s Capital and tend to

business back home during 
long weekends. 
It is difficult 
to

c o n g re ssio n a l 
rhetoric about the erosion of 
their powers when, as Sen. 
William Saxbe of Ohio con­ 
tends, the m em bers are 


unwilling to do the hard work 
of carefully studying and 
debating proposals sent to 
them by the President. 
The House has approved a 
10-day vacation over Lin­ 
coln’s Birthday, an 11-day 
Easter vacation, a five-day 
Memorial Day recess, a six-

Independence Day and a plan 
to take the entire month of 
August off. 
Their schedule calls for 
sessions to be held every first 
and third Friday of the month

Money — needed in the 
biggest projects but not a 
major factor in many local 
actions, where contributions 
of time are more important. 
Numbers — important in 
som ething like a 
letter- 
w riting cam paign to in­ 
fluence a congressman. But 
in many cases — e.g., Nader 
against the auto m akers — 
persistence and ingenuity 
pay off without hordes of 
formal supporters. 
THE FACT that you do not 
always need a m ass of sup­ 
porters to m ake a movement 
work, at least at the outset, is 
crucial. 
Director Robert Fellmeth 
of Nader’s Congress Project, 
designed to inform voters 
about the less-than-textbook 
way in which Congress ac­ 
tually performs, says: 
“The key is that you don’t 
need 95 per cent of the 
population 
getting

deeply involved. What I’m 
concerned about is getting 
that extra one-tenth of one 
per cent involved, getting 
that 15 or 20 people in Grand 
Rapids. Those people will get 
other people involved. More

And during 
cam paigns, the questions, 
rallies and debates will 
improve. Even the heckling 
will get better.”

“I know a lot of people feel 
helpless and hopeless,” he

Greg,

Memphis Nav al Air Station in 
1966 and were married soon 
after. She became pregnant 
and her Nav y career came to 
an end.

days of the cease-fire, could 
be reassigned after that time 
to inland border surveillance. 
That would add up to a pos­ 
sible 20 teams, most of them 
numbering^eight men each, to 
watch over a long inland bor­ 
der masked to a large extent 
by deep jungle. 
The plan also calls for 26 
other teams of the same size 
to be based throughout South 
Vietnam to prevent troops 
already in the country from 
violating the cease-fire.

Supplementing the inter­ 
national group will be a tem­ 
porary joint military com­

After US. troops are with­ 
drawn and all prisoners ex­ 
changed within 60 days, this 
four-party 
group 
will 
disappear and a smaller 
commission composed only of 
military men from the rival 
Vietnamese sides will replace 
it. 
This joint-Vietnamese mili­ 
tary commission, which is 
supposed 
to 
conduct 
preliminary investigations of 
truce violations, will 
also 
have 26 small teams spread 
throughout South Vietnam. 
The peace agreement and 
its 
many 
implementing 
documents are silent on any 
enforcement authority for the 
international commission or 
the 
joint 
m ilitary 
com­ 
mission. 
Their powers are “ to deter 
and detect violations ... to 
carry out necessary ob­ 
servations 
and 
in­ 
vestigations,” and to be “ a 
forum to settle differences.”

Dear Dr. Lamb — 
Uouid 
you please explain the differ­ 
ence between “ fibrillation” 
and “ tachycardia” ? I have a 
leaky heart valve and a loud 
murmur 
but 
my 
d octor 
says 
it’s 
all 
r i g h t . 
My 
blood 
p re s­ 
sure is normal 
and 
usually 
my heart rate 
is 80 per min­ 
ute. 
Three years 
ago I had an-i 
a t t a c k 
o f 
fibrillation 
and my heart 
was 140 per minute. Then I 
had several mild attacks and 
last spring an attack with a 
heart rate of 160 per minute 
and my doctor said it was 
tachycardia and that’s what 
I’d always had. 
At the onset of the attacks I 
had 
many 
serious 
family 
problems and things haven’t 
changed much. I’ve about 
decided tachycardia is more 
em otionally 
induced 
and 
that’s why I’d like to know the 
difference between the two. I 
want to know whether my 
heart problem is solely physi­ 
cal or could be the result of 
worry. Because I have many 
people dependent on me and 
much responsibility, I am 
worried for fear these attacks 
may signal something more 
significant and that I'll be un­ 
able to work and help those 
who depend on me. Three 
years ago, before these at­ 
tacks, I’d never been sick in 
my life and had always been 
active and alert. I am usually 
in pain with tension because 
of my personal affairs. 
Dear Reader — Both fib- 
rilation 
and 
atrial 
tachy­ 
cardia are associated with 
rapid beating of the top part 
of the heart called the atria. 
In 
atrial 
tachycardia 
the 


heart rate is regular at rates 
over 100 per minute to about 
250 beats per minute. In atrial 
fibrillation, the atria actually 
twitch or fibrillate at a rapid 
rate of approximately 500 
times a minute. 
When the atria are fibril- 
lating rapidly or even beating 
rapidly with tachycardia, not 
all of the impulses are trans­ 
mitted to the pumping part of 
the heart that causes the 
pulse. This is particularly 
true of fibrillation and as a 
result, during fibrillation the 
heart 
rate 
is 
usually 
ir­ 
regular. A person can have 
atrial fibrillation with the top 
of the heart beating rapidly 
and the lower part of the 
heart even beating slowly but 
irregularly. The more rapid 
the rate is, the more difficult 
it 
is 
som etim es 
to 
tell 
whether it’s regular or not. 
Atrial fibrillation 
is more 
often associated with heart 
disease. Both can be caused 
by other conditions, for ex­ 
ample, an overactive thyroid. 
Both can be precipitated by 
emotional 
exhaustion, 
par­ 
ticularly if accompanied with 
other problem s in living 
habits. Individuals who have 
underlying difficulties with 
known heart disease are in­ 
fluenced by emotional pat­ 
terns which can aggravate 
their 
underlying condition. 
Anyone who has recurrent 
rapid heart action whether 
it’s tachycardia or fibrillation 
should avoid coffee, c ig ­ 
arettes, and alcohol as well as 
spicy foods or anything that 
they’ve learned upsets their 
digestion. The only way to 
determ ine w h at’s causin g 
rapid heart action is by com­ 
plete, careful 
medical ex­ 
am ination. 
Your 
doctor 
should be able to answer 
these questions for you or be 
able to refer you to a heart 
specialist for more complete 
examination.
